m intimate contact with the soil, the 
processes of decay give rise to a large 
amount of caibonic acid and to other 
organic acids in lesser amount. Hence 
fresh organic matter, during1 decay, 
acts more energetically upon the min 
eral matter of the SOL! and by it's sol- 
vent action increases the amount of 
available plant food 
In course of 


time only the portion of organic mat 
ter that is more resistent to decay 
remains 
Tim is composed, lafgelr of 


the more resistant nitrogenous mat 
ter, but while higher in riiftogen than 
the original oiganic matter, its nitro 
gen is less available 
as plant food 


Hence the effect of organic rfiatter up 
on the supply of available plant food 
is of great importance both directly 
and indirectly

Imperial .Rice 
Pudding.—Soak

third of a box of gelatine a half hour 
in a half cup of water. Put-a pint and 
a half of milk.in a double boiler; when 
boiling, stir in a half cup. of rice, a 
half teaspoonful of salt, and cook un- 
til the rice 'is perfectly, tender. Then 
add half a cup.of sugar. Remo.ye from 
the-..stove, and when cool add a tea2 


spoonful of vanilla and the gelatine; 
*'hen cold add a pint of whipped 
cream, and put into a mold to harden. 
Serve very cold.

Rice Flour Cream.—Soak a half box 


of-gelatine in a pint of cold water .for 
a half hour. Put a quart of milk in 
a double boiler; whan boiling hot add 
a tablespoonful of rioe flour blended 
with cold milk, and four tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar. Stir'and cook until the 
starch is well cooked, remove from the 
heat, add the gelatine and fold in Che 
whites of two eggs beaten stiff; flavor 
with vanilla and set away in a mold to 
harden. 
Serve with whipped cream 


and sugar. 


Baked Rice Custard.—Cook a cupful 


of rice. Beat four eggs with a cupful 
of sugar, add a little salt and a quart 
o£ milk. 
Mix all together .with the 


boiled rice, flavor with cinnamon or 
nutmeg, and a few raisins may be add- 
ed if liked; dot the, top with bits of 
butter am?bake in a well buttered pan 
set in hot water. 
Bake until tested 


with.a knife it comes out clean. Any 
custard or souffle .should be baked in 
a hot water bath, as it .is a saving of 
the food, nothing sticks to'the well 
buttered dish.

The eighth Wisconsin or Eagle regi- 


ment was famed throughout the'civil, 
war. 
In the following letter which., 


was written by -the late Col. W.j B. 
Britton is an account of a visit of 
General Thomas to the r'egiment and 
his praise for their work. It also tells 
something of the .work of organizing 
the negro regiments in the days fol- 
lowing the emancipation proclamation. 
The following letter appeared in the 
Gazette fifty years ago: 
-• - •' 
."•.. 


Young's Point, La.,r April 21, 1863. 


Editors Gazette:—We have 'just 


been visited 
by Adjutant General 


Thomas. The division was called out 
to receive him, and he .made a speech 
to us. He told us he -was sent there 
by order of Abraham Lincoln, com- 
mander in chief of the army and navy, 
to organize ten negro regiments, and 
arm and equip them at once. He said 
he met with such success that when 
he got to Helena he sent a dispatch to 
the President that he would not stop 
at ten, he would have twenty regi- 
ments armed and equipped forthwith. 
He told us he met with great encour- 
agement everywhere from the officers 
and enlisted'men, in this work. :He 
also told us to send in our applications 
at once for commissions to officer the 
colored regiments and that he meant 
to officed two regimentsV: from this 
division, and would commission a 
private as colonel as' soon as any offi- 
cer if he found him worthy. Forty 
applications from, this regiment have 
already gone in, and as many as seven 
from Company G. 
" 


All negroes, he said, capable of bear- 


ing arms, would be put at once into 
the ranks, and :the old men, women 
and children would be put on the aban- 
doned plantations to cultivate, the 


land. He said it was now. the set- 
:led 
policy of the administration to 


use the negro in every manner that 
seemed best to help crush the rebel- 
ion. 
All the applications handed in 


leartily endorse the President's pro- 
clamation, and his determined policy 
in arming the negro, and using any 
and all honorable means to subdue 
ihe traitors, north and south, and 
these ar'e my real sentiments'publicly 
expressed. , ' 


The general said in his'speech that he 


did not expect to see any one out 
west in the army that he had seen 
before, but, said he,"I recognize an old 
friend of mine in the ranks," point- 
ing to our eagle,, saying he was taught 
to love the bird from childhood. He 
was glad to know that there was one 
regiment in the-great United States 
army that carried that bird of liberty. 
He said he was in St. Louis some 
twenty months ago. and saw a regi- 
ment enter that city having the Am- 
erican eagle with them; he presum- 
ed it was the same regiment that 
stood before him now with the proud 
emblem of liberty perched on a scroll. 
When informed that it was the same 
regiment, he said he was proud of us, 
and hoped we would carry the bird 
triumphantly throughout the war, and 
felt confident that .the time was near 
a hand when that bird would spread 
his wings over every disloyal state 
in this country. 


At this time the engle gracefully 


flopped his wings, as much as to say, 
"them's my sentiment's." At the con- 
clusion of his remarks he asked the 
soldiers to take off their hats; ' the 
twelve regiments forming this divi- 
sion close in mass, Uncovered to a 
man.

'".'' After cheering for the general and i 
other officiers present, the regiment | 
filed off to their camp, and then appli- 
cations for commissions .began to be 
written. 
The appointments will be 


made in a. few. days'. 


The light is (coming in view—tbe 


end is not far off—-the government 
is in earnest, so is the army. Hoping 
for a speedy peace, I am yours for 
the Union forever.
